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AUDITOR'S  REPORT 
To  The  Town  of  Sandown 


We  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  funds  and  accounts  of  the 
Town  of  Sandown,  New  Hampshire  at  December  31,  1989  and  for  the  year  then 
ended.   Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards  and,  accordingly,  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting 
records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the 
circumstances . 

The  Town  prepares  its  financial  statements  using  accounting  principals  which 
are  in  conformity  with  the  Uniform  Municipal  Accounting  System  promulgated  by 
the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Revenue.   These  accounting  principles  differ 
in  certain  respects  from  generally  accepted  accounting  principles,  the 
effects  of  which  on  the  accompanying  financial  statements  have  not  been 
quantified. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effects  on  the  financial  statements  of  the 
differences  in  accounting  practices  referred  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph, 
the  financial  statements  mentioned  above  present  fairly  the  financial 
position  of  the  funds  and  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Sandown,  New  Hampshire  at 
December  31,  1989  and  the  results  of  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in 
conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis 
consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

Our  examination  has  been  made  primarily  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  an 
opinion  on  the  financial  statements,  taken  as  a  whole.   The  supplementary 
information  is  presented  for  analysis  purposes  and  is  not  necessary  for  a 
fair  presentation  of  the  financial  information  referred  to  in  the  preceding 
paragraph. 

AUDITORS  COMMENTS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 

The  town  has  not  yet  installed  its  computerized  bookkeeping  system  as 
planned.   The  Budget  Committee  decided  against  implementing  the  One-Write 
system  purchased  last  year.   It  decided  instead  to  recommend  a  package  called 
"Quicken",  Version  3.   The  Committee  felt  this  new  package,  although  it  does 
not  compute  payroll,  is  better  suited  to  the  town's  needs  and  we  are  inclined 
to  agree.   It  is  expected  that  the  Quicken  bookkeeping  system  will  be 
operational  for  1990. 

The  new  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Bill  Crum,  began  last  year  to 
implement  his  considerable  management  skills  to  improve  town  operation. 

With  the  expectation  that  computerized  bookkeeping  and  improved  internal 
management  procedures  will  be  realized  this  year,  we  expect  to  find  that  many 
of  the  nagging  problems  encountered  during  this  audit,  all  minor  in  nature. 
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to  be  resolved  this  year  and,  therefore,  we  will  defer  critical  comment  on 
them. 

There  remains,  however,  one  problem  that  requires  comment.   The  manner  in 
which  the  Professional  Review  Escrow  (PRE)  Account  is  being  handled  causes  us 
concern.   (The  PRE  Account  is  an  escrow  where  developers  are  required  to 
deposit  funds  which  will  be  used  to  pay  for  "work  in  progress"  inspections 
required  by  the  town  to  assure  that  regulations  are  being  met.) 

The  PRE  Account  officially  came  into  being  on  01/01/88  and  is  primarily 
managed  by  Planning  Board  Chairman,  Lee  Wilmot.   The  1988  audit  uncovered  a 
substantial  number  of  problems  with  its  accountability.   These  problems  were 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Budget  Committee  last  year,  but,  we  believe, 
the  problems  still  persist. 

This  year,  the  Planning  Board  Chairman  replied  to  our  request  for  the 
information  with  a  letter  stating  "There  is  no  PREA  ledger".   The  Uniform 
Municipal  Accounting  System  promulgated  by  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of 
Revenue  not  only  requires  municipalities  to  maintain  ledgers  on  all  accounts, 
but  it  also  mandates  that  such  ledgers  be  public  information. 

We  were  able  to  ascertain,  from  information  supplied  by  the  Town  Treasurer, 

that  the  PRE  Account  started  the  year  with  $2,560.05  in  its  account  and 

collected  another  $56,525.10  from  various  developers  during  the  year.   Not 

all  developers  could  be  identified  from  bank  records  supplied  by  the  Treasurer. 

PRE  Account  expenditures  were:   $3,500.50  to  Rocltingham  County  Conservation 
District,  $39,932.00  to  Perrault  &  Boisvert  Engineering  and  $46.00  to 
Rockingham  County  Registry  of  Deeds.  It  was  impossible  to  determine  which 
developers'  accounts  were  being  charged  with  these  fees  from  bank  records 
supplied  by  the  Treasurer. 

The  PRE  Account  balance  as  of  12/31/89  was  $15,606.65. 

Chairman  Wilmot  claimed  in  one  of  his  letters  that  there  are  "tracking 
sheets"  which  he  alone  maintains,  but  he  refused  to  release  the  "tracx.ing 
sheets"  to  us  --  even  though  these  "tracking  sheets"  pertain  to  that  which  is 
the  public's  business  --  an  escrow  account  maintained  by  the  Town  of  Sandown. 

The  size  of  this  account,  with  the  amount  of  money  handled  and  the  number  of 
developers  involved  constitutes  a  substantial  liability  exposure  to  the  town, 
should  there  be  a  problem  with  these  escrow  funds. 

Therefore,  we  must  implore  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  immediately  take  steps 
for  full  accountability  and  public  disclosure  of  the  PRE  Account  and  to  make 
sure  the  PRE  Account  remains  sound  and  secure  and  in  the  public  domain  as 
long  as  it  is  maintained.

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SANDOWN  CABLE  TELEVISION  ADVISORY  BOARD 
1989  ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  Sandown  Cable  Television  Advisory  Board  was  revitalized  in 
the  fall  of  1989.  Originally  formed  in  1984  to  recommend  a  cable 
TV  carrier  for  the  town,  our  charter  has  been  redefined  to  meet 
today's  needs. 

Since  Continental  Cablevision  hooked  up  its  first  Sandown 
customers  in  1987,  many  residents  have  subscribed.  Today,  our 
Board  serves  two  purposes:  to  act  as  a  liaison  between  Sandown 
subscribers  and  Continental  Cablevision,  and  to  produce  local  TV 
programs  for  broadcast  over  the  cable  network. 

We  pursue  customer  service  issues  with  Continental  when  these 
issues  cannot  be  worked  out  directly  between  the  subscriber  and 
Continental.  We  have  resolved  a  number  of  problems  for  Sandown 
residents.  Most  of  the  calls  we  receive  deal  with  getting  cable 
hookups  to  new  homes. 

In  1990  we  plan  to  produce  and  broadcast  local  programming  which 
can  include  any  area  of  community  interest.  This  will  require  a 
lot  of  work,  and  several  of  our  members  have  been  through 
television  production  training  offered  by  Continental  Cablevision 
offered  at  their  Plaistow  studio.  The  Board  has  also  formally 
petitioned  Continental  for  installation  of  a  "reverse  feed"  that 
would  allcv/  live  programs  to  originate  in  Sandown. 

The  Cable  TV  Advisory  Board  is  actively  seeking  citizen  input  on 
all  aspects  of  cable  operations.  It  is  not  necessary  to  be  a 
member  of  the  Board  to  produce  TV  shows.  In  neighboring  towns," 
people  of  ages,  from  high  school  students  to  senior  citizens 
regularly  produce  shows  that  include  live  high  school  sports 
events,  live  public  meetings,  call-in  talk  shows,  documentaries 
on  local  history,  and  even  musical  entertainment.  We  encourage 
more  young  people  to  get  involved  in  this  exciting  field. 
Training  is  available  free  of  charge  to  any  resident.

Recy cl ing 

The  District  Recycling  Committee  pursued  the  goal  of  acquiring 
a  site  for  a  District  operated  recycling  transfer  station. 
They  approached  the  County  Commissioners  to  see  if  a  facility 
could  b?  located  at  the  County  Complex  in  Brentwood.   Several 
difficulties  were  encountered  with  attempts  to  site  a  facility 
on  the  County  land,  and  eventually,  an  alternate  site  in 
fremont  became  available. 

Through  much  hard  work  by  District  and  Town  representatives, 
eventi.ially  Fremont  special  town  meeting  approval  was  obtained, 
and  a  contract  signed  for  lease  of  a  26  acre  Town-owned  parcel 
onRoutelllA. 

In  the  summer  of  1989,  Governor  Judd  Gregg  announced  the 
establishment  of  a  Municipal  Recycling  Grants  Program. 

The  Rockingham  Planning  Commission  prepared  an  application 
on  behalf  of  the  District  for  a  grant  for  the  establishment 
of  the  Fremont  facility.   The  District  was  awarded  $25,000 
to  use  for  site  preparation  and  purchase  of  a  baler,  glass 
crusher,  and  plastic  perforator.   It  is  estimated  that 
contracts  will  be  signed  in  January  and  the  project  will 
be  underway  in  Summer,  1990. 

In  what  was  probably  the  most  significant  accomplishment 
of  the  year.  District  Representatives  (in  conjunction  with 
their  consultants)  requested  bids  for  Recycling  and  for 
Final  Trash  Disposal. 
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The  two  qualified  lowest  bidders  for  Final  Disposal  were 
Wheelabrator  Environmental  Systems,  Inc.  (proposed  Refuse- 
to-Energy  facility  in  Epping)  and  Waste  Management,  Inc. 
(Turnkey  Landfill  in  Rochester).   A  committee  was  formed 
to  negotiate  further  with  the  firms.   The  following  per 
ton  prices  were  arrived  from  Waste  Management:   $51.50 
under  25,000  tons  per  year  (tpy)  and  $47.50  over  25,000  tpy. 
Projected  waste  generation  for  the  eleven  District  towns  is 
35,000  tpy  in  1990. 

In  spite  of  these  developments,  the  District  has  not  ruled 
out  the  possibility  of  siting  its  own  landfill.   Money  was 
budgeted  this  year  for  that  purpose  and  was  not  spent. 
Those  funds  will  be  carried  over  into  next  year's  budget. 

The  Recycling  proposals  received  for  operation  of  the  Fremont 
facility  were  evaluated  by  the  District's  engineers.   It  was 
determined  that  it  will  be  more  economically  practical  for 
the  District  Representatives  not  to  accept  any  of  the  bids. 
Monies  will  be  budgeted  to  pursue  construction*  and  operation 
of  the  Fremont  site. 

Sep  tage 

The  septage  committee  helped  to  work  out  an  agreement  whereby 
haulers  transporting  septage  from  District  member  towns  would 
be  allowed  to  utilize  the  Hampton  Sewage  Treatment  Facility. 
This  was  a  valuable  accomplishment  in  light  of  the  fact  that 
State  law  requires  that  each  town  provide  or  assure  access  tc 
an  approved  septage  facility  for  its  residents.  The  District 
has  contracted  with  Underwood  Engineers  to  perform  a  study  on 
the  long-term  septage  needs  and  solutions  for  its  member  towns. 

Stump  Grinding 

The  District  established  a  stump-grinding  and  was tewood/wood 
demolition  facility  at  the  Hampton  Landfill.   The  facility  is 
opened  to  residents  as  well  as  commercial  haulers  in  District 
towns  (for  a  small  fee).   A  private  contractor  owns  and 
operates  the  machinery.   Approximately  1,000  cubic  yards  per 
month  are  being  processed.   The  machinery  will  eventually  be 
moved  to  the  District's  Recycling  Facility  when  it  is  oper- 
ational . 

Brush  Chipper 

The  District  purchased  a  Brush  Chipper  and  a  pickup  truck  to 
haul  it.   It  will  be  made  available  on  an  as-needed  basis.

Health  Promotion  Services;  Community  screenings  for  adult 
and  senior  citizens,  newborn  visits,  Well  Child  and  Immuni- 
zation Clinic  services,  an  infant  car  seat  rental  program 
and  other  specialized  services  are  presented  in  clinic, 
class  and  home  visit  settings.   86  of  these  contacts  \i3.re 
made  with  Sandown  residents  in  the  year  ending  June  30,  1989 
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The  town  appropriation  is  a  crucial  source  of  support  for  these 
services.   In  some  service  groupings,  the  agency  bills  Medicare, 
private  insurance  and  other  sources  as  well  as  part  or  full  fee 
from  clients  for  individual  sources.   Town  funds  are  used  for 
services  where  these  sources  do  not  pay  the  full  cost.   Because 
of  the  town  allocation,  Sandown  residents  can  receive  daily 
support  services  at  a  fee  adjusted  to  their  income  and  health 
promotion  services,  in  many  cases,  with  no  fee  charged. 
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The  amount  of  these  activities  cannot  be  counted  statistically  as 
easily  as  the  "hands  on"  services.   However,  they  are  an  extremely 
important  part  of  our  service  to  the  community,  and  they  are  made 
possible  almost  entirely  by  town  allocations. 

Again,  the  primary  goal  of  DVNA  in  Sandown  is  to  provide  the  kind 
of  services  needed  and  desired  by  town  residents.

Neighbors  and  Friends, 

1989  has  gone  and  with  it  another  year  of  growth  for  Sandown. 
Although  the  growth  rate  has  slowed  compared  to  past  years, 
our  town  continues  to  attract  new  residents.   And  rightfully 
so  because  despite  our  controversies,  Sandown  remains  a  nice 
town  to  live  in. 

It  has  been  an  interesting  year  in  the  Selectmen's  office. 
We  have  had  five  Selectmen  on  the  board  this  year  (but  only 
three  at  any  one  time).   By  the  1990  town  meeting,  the  newest 
elected  member  of  the  board  will  also  be  its  oldest  member. 
Town  Meeting  this  year  will  see  two  new  members  on  the  board. 
Hopefully,  during  1990  the  board  will  remain  stable  and  allow 
the  members  to  develop  the  harmony  needed  to  guide  the  town 
business  in  a  positive  direction. 

During  1989,  we  all  experienced  our  property  being  revalued. 
While  this  has  sharply  increased  the  taxes  of  some  property  ' 
owners,  it  has  served  to  equal  out  the  tax  burden  among  us  all. 

Office  space  continues  to  be  a  major  problem  in  both  the 
Selectmen's  office  and  the  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector.   Effective 
use  of  the  vault  has  not  yet  been  achieved.   We  would  encourage 
you  to  consider  the  Warrant  Article  for  the  expansion  of  the 
Town  Hall  offices,  as  well  as  the  Warrant  Article  for  a  new 
copier  for  the  Selectmen's  Office.   It  has  been  quite  a  job 
keeping  the  old  copier  going  until  we  could  bring  this  Article 
before  you. 

The  year  end  figures  brought  very  pleasant  news  to  all  of  us. 
The  town  came  in  under  budget  this  year  thanks  to  the  efforts 
of  a  lot  of  people.   The  Selectmen  would  like  to  thank  those 
department  heads  that  helped  contribute  to  the  surplus  by 
carefully  controlling  their  budgets. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  would  also  like  to  thank  everyone  who 
gives  of  their  time  to  serve  their  community  on  the  various 
committees  needed  to  provide  services  to  the  town.   At  the  same 
time,  it  is  imperative  that  more  citizens  become  involved  in  the 
business  of  town  government.   Unfortunately,  the  small  group  of 
citizens  that  continually  offer  their  services  is  shrinking. 
Currently,  the  Planning  Board,  Zoning  Board  and  Budget  Committee 
are  all  looking  for  either  full-time  members  or  alternates.   If 
you  can  give  one  or  more  evenings  per  month  please  contact  the 
Selectmen's  Office  for  information. 

The  coming  year  will  be  full  of  challenges  also.   The  town  has 
grown  to  the  point  that  a  personnel  policies  and  procedure 
manual  is  needed.   Additionally,  we  are  continuing  with  efforts 
to  place  the  town  accounting  on  a  computerized  system.   We  are

also  faced  with  a  major  problem  in  waste  management.   Not  just 
in  our  town,  but  throughout  our  entire  country  .   Options  such  as 
recycling  must  be  pursued  and  studied.   These  items  will  all 
require  time  and  effort  by  everyone. 

In  closing,  we  would  like  to  encourage  all  of  you  to  attend  this 
year's  town  meeting  and  let  your  voice  be  heard.   It  is  our  job 
to  see  that  the  wishes  of  the  town  are  carried  out.   It  is  your 
responsibility  to  let  us  know  those  wishes.   Last  year,  88  people 
decided  the  operating  budget  for  your  town.   You  have  the  right 
and  the  obligation  to  voice  your  opinion  on  each  Warrant  Article 
presented  and  each  department's  operating  budget.   Exercise  that 
right  and  fulfill  that  obligation.

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1989  Sandown  Planning  Board  Annual  Report 
The  decline  in  housing  demand  resulted  in  a  reduced  workload 
for  your  Planning  Board,  as  we  had  16  public  meetings  totalling 
40  hours  (2/3  1988  levels,  and  1/2  1987  and  1986  levels).  Three 
meetings  were  public  hearings  for  proposed  Zoning  Ordinance 
amendments  voted  on  in  March,  1989  and  for  voting  in  March,  1990. 

The  Board  reviewed  12  applications  -  three  conceptual 
reviews,  two  lot  line  adjustments,  five  subdivisions  (standard 
grid  type),  one  commercial  site  plan,  and  one  excavation  permit 
renewal.  All  were  approved  except  one  two  lot  subdivision  plan. 
These  approvals  will  result  in  18  new  lots  (all  single  family),  a 
9000  square  feet  "mini-mall"  and  four  acres  of  excavation.  At 
year's  end,  only  13  new  lots  have  been  officially  created.  The 
remaining  lots  and  site  plan  must  meet  conditions  of  approval.

Regarding  off-site  road  improvement  fees,  voters  will  recall 
1939  warrant  article  23,  which  authorized  $36  0  00  in  expenditures 
for  Town  roid  improvements  from  "impact  fees"  collected  'uring 
1987  and  19R8.  At  year's  end,  approximately  $29700  had  been  ex- 
pended, with  this  limitation  determined  by  the  Road  Agent,  as 
there  were  identified  projects  awaiting  construction  at  year's 
end.  These  improvements  include  reconstruction  of  Royal  ilange 
"oad  with  road  bed  and  side  drainage  redesign  and  construction, 
partial  reconstruction  of  the  intersection  of  Sargent  '"^.oad  and  NH 
121A,  and  widening  and  resurfacing  of  1/4  mile  of  Hawkwood  Road.

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There  are  five  proposed  amendments  to  the  Sandown  Zoning  Or- 

dinance for  March,  1990  voting.   The  first  is  a  proposed  revision 

of  Article  II, Part  A, Section  7. a  for  a  better  building  permit  fee 

schedule  as  recommended  by  our  Building  Inspector.   The  second  is 

a  new  Article  II, Part  A, Section  14   (and   renumbering   subsequent 

sections)  to  require  combining  of  adjacent  non-conforming  lots  in 

order   to  improve  conformity  of  old  lots  and  stop  perpetuation  of 

non-conforming  lots.    The  third  is  a  revision  to  Article  II, Part 

C,   Section   1   to   require  a  permit  for  paving  that  portion  of  a 

driveway  that  falls   within   the   right-of-way   of   a   Town   road 

(recommended   by  the  Road  Agent).    The  fourth  proposed  amendment 

would  amend  Article  V, Section  2.c  to  allow   commercial   buildings 

in   the   commercial   zone  to  be  built  with  standard  setbacks  (30' 

front,   15'  side  and  10'  back)  if  the  adjacent  lot(s)   are   zoned 

commercial,  rather  than  the  present  75'  requirement.'   The  last  is 

a   proposed   50%   limit  for  impervious  surfaces  i.e.   buildings  & 

pavement  on  commercial  lots  (in  the  commercial  district).     Thus 

no   more   than  half  of  a  commercial  lot  could  be  covered  with  as- 

phalt and  buildings. 

SAFETY  improvements  to  NH  121A  were  addressed  in  other   ways 

besides   assessing   off-site   improvement   fees  and  proposing  the 

above  mentioned  warrant  article.    Your  Planning   Board   communi- 

cated  to  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Transportation  the  need 

for  additional  in t ersec t ional  signs  in  1987,   as  only  five  of  the 

30   intersections  had  signs.    A  followup  letter  in  1989  resulted 

in  the  Bureau  of  Traffic  conducting  a  complete  review   in   April, 

and   confirming  that  27  in t ersec t iona 1  signs  were  needed.    These 

signs  were  modified  or  installed  in  May.     After   reviewing   the 

traffic   impact   study   for  the  commercial  site  plan  proposed  for 

the  center  of  town,   it  is  obvious  that  your  Board's  actions  were 

on   target.     During   1984   through  1986  (based  on  New  Hampshire 

Department  oi  SAFETY  statistics),   79  of  160  accidents,   15  of  43 

accidents  involving  bodily  injury,  and  one  of  two  fatal  accidents 

occurred   on   NH  121A  in  Sandown.    Accident  data  for  1989  is  not 

yet  complete,   but  during  1987  through  1989,   at  least   30   acci- 

dents,  seven   involving  bodily  injury  to  18  people  and  one  fatal 

accident  occurred  on  NH  121A.    Your  Planning  Board  did   communi- 

cate  the  need  to  include  NH  121A  in  the  State's  Ten-Year  Highway 

Plan  to  the  Governor's  Executive  Council,   when  they  review   this 

plan  in  Augus  t . 

Your   Planning   Board   also  supported  House  Rill  758,   which 

proposes  to  authorize  the  assessment   and   collection   of   impact 

fees   for  all  municipal  infrastructure.    The  authority  for  Towns 

to  collect  off-site  road  improvement  fees  is  well  established   in 

the   legal   history   of  New  Hampshire.    However,   this  is  only  a 

fraction  of  the  infrastructure  needs  that  growth  requires  in   or- 

der  to   maintain   the   same   ratio   of   municipal  services  after 

development  that  were  present  before  development.    This   is   why 

Sandown   has  required  eleven  additional  classrooms  in  our  elemen- 

tary school  in  the  past  four  years,   and  now  need   an   additional 

350   student   elementary  school;   why  we've  added  a  second  police 

cruiser;  additional  cemetery  land;  and  need  more  Town  hall  space. 
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Professional  review  costs  for  1989  totalled  $38617.50,  or 
91%  of  Planning  Board  expenditures.  A  breakdown  of  this  amount 
reveals  that  45%  was  caused  by  the  nine  proposed  Town  roads  ad- 
ministered by  the  Board  of  Selectmen;  31%  by  the  10  projects 
being  constructed  under  Planning  Board  administration;  and  24%  by 
review  of  10  proposed  projects  before  your  Planning  Board.  Tax- 
payers should  know  that  the  PREA  system  of  separating  profes- 
sional review  costs  from  the  General  Fund  is  working  well  to 
guarantee  that  the  cost  of  private  development  professional 
review  is  not  causing  a  tax  burden  on  property  owners. 
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Sandown's  bonded  indebtness  increased  from  $80,000  in  1982 
to  $1.36  million  in  1988.  This  represents  0.9%  of  our  base 
valuation.  State  law  limits  bonded  indebtness  to  1.75%.  As  a 
result  of  this,  debt  service  represents  22%  of  our  operating 
budget  for  1989,  and  17%  overall  considering  all  approved  warrant 
articles.  Based  on  the  non-capital  expenditures  of  the  last 
seven  years,  our  projected  NON-CAPITAL  tax  rate  will  rise  from 
$13.89  in  1989  to  $15.57  in  1994.  As  a  result  of  this  study,  you 
can  easily  see  why  more  emphasis  must  be  put  on  capital  planning. 

Finally  you  should  recognize  your  Planning  Board  members  who 
serve  you  so  well  -  Vice  Chair  Valerie  O'Toole,  Secretary  Joe  Er- 
delyi.  Selectmen  Bill  Lueders,  members  Nancy  Browell,  Marilyn 
Cormier  and  Ed  Mencis,  and  alternates  Mark  Hamblett  and  Paul  Wil- 
liams. A  special  recognition  goes  to  Marilyn  Cormier  who  is 
retiring  after  seven  dedicated  years,  four  as  Board  secretary 
during  the  heavy  growth  years  in  the  mid-80s!

ANIMAL  CONTROL 
1989 


1989  was  a  busy  year  for  this  department.  Ferrule  feline 
capture  and  reducing  ferrule  feline  rebreeding  is  still  a 
top  priority  but  it  is  becoming  controllable. 

This  year,  the  Animal  Control  Department  is  certified  in 
chemical  caputre  which  is  a  very  useful  tool  in  this  line 
of  work.   This  procedure  is  used  for  capturing  unwilling 
canines  and  felines  greatly  reducing  the  use  of  firearms. 

Professionalism  is  on  the  rise  and  a  new  canine  summons  is 
going  into  effect  at  the  end  of  March.   Fines  have  been 
increased  from  $10,  $15  and  $25  to  $25,  $50  and  $100  for 
canines  that  are  a  nuisance,  menace  or  vicious.   These 
will  be  on  a  conditional  court  summons  meaning  that  if 
the  fine  is  not  paid  in  fourteen  (14)  days,  the  summons 
will  automatically  be  processed  through  the  Derry  District 
Court . 

We  would  like  to  extend  a  special  thanks  to  the  Derry  Humane 
Society  and  the  Animal  Placement  Service  in  Danville  for 
servicing  our  town  and  volunteering  their  efforts  for  the 
adoption  of  unclaimed  canines  and  felines. 

A  reminder  to  all  town  residents  -  Please  license,  spay  and 
neuter  your  canine  and  spay  and  neuter  your  felines.   It  will 
greatly  reduce  the  problem  of  animal  overpopulation. 

We  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  their 
office  staff  for  their  cooperation  and  help  throughout  the 
past  year .

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SANDOWN  RECREATION  COMMISSION 
ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1989 

The  Sandown  Recreation  Commission  has  had  a  very  active  year 
during  1989.   Members  of  the  Commission  worked  throughout  the 
year  to  bring  cultural  and  sporting  activities  to  Town  residents. 

Children's  programs,  generally  planned  during  school  vacations 
were  well-attended.   They  included:   Ron  Comeau  and  the  Jubilee 
Puppet  Theater;  a  concert  by  Rhoda  and  Brownie  sponsored  jointly 
with  the  Women's  Resource  Center  of  Southern  N.  H.;  and  a  family 
country  dance  by  Dudley  Laufman,  a  New  Hampshire  native  fiddler. 
The  country  dance  was  sponsored  in  cooperation  with  the  Sandown 
Central  School  PTA.   The  students  attended  programs  during  the  day 
and  returned  with  their  families  in  the  evening.   This  cooperative 
effort  gave  both  the  Recreation  Commission  and  the  PTA  a  considerable 
discount  on  the  joint  program.   The  last  cultural  program  for  the 
year  was  performed  by  staff  members  of  the  Higgins  Armory  Museum  of 
Worcester,  Mass.   Adults  and  children  alike  enjoyed  learning  about 
life  in  the  Middle  Ages  and  examining  a  large  collection  of  armor 
brought  to  Sandown  by  the  performers. 

In  the  fall,  a  set  of  six  swings  and  a  physical  fitness  center  were 
installed  at  the  Miller  Recreation  area.   The  labor  was  provided  by 
Recreation  Commission  members  along  with  other  Sandown  residents 
and  even  two  volunteers  from  nearby  towns.   (Additional  work  in  1989 
at  the  Miller  Field  will  be  reported  elsewhere  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Works) . 

During  the  summer  of  1989,  the  popular  swim  lessons  cosponsored  with 
the  Manchester  YWCA,  continued  for  the  third  year.   Fifty  children 
enjoyed  learning  to  swim  at  the  Town  Beach  in  each  of  two  four-week 
sessions  . 

The  Town  Beach  was  also  open  for  public  swimming  from  late  June 
through  Labor  Day.   Lifeguards  were  on  duty  60  hours  per  week, 
weather  permitting.   Beach  hours  were  staggered  to  accommodate 
those  who  wished  to  swim  early  in  the  day  or  after  work. 

The  Town  Beach  has  become  so  popular  that  it  is  a  subject  of  the 
1990  Community  Calendar  distributed  by  the  Sandown  Lions  Club. 

A  new  program  was  begun  in  June  to  provide  morning  aerobic  exercise 
to  local  residents.   The  summer  session  was  attended  by  adults  and 
some  young  residents  on  summer  vacation.   The  program  continued 
through  the  fall.   Babysitting  was  available  to  make  the  program 
more  available  to  local  mothers.   It  was  taught  by  a  Sandown 
resident . 

The  Sandown  Recreation  Commission  became  a  member  of  the  New  Hampshire 
State  Recreation  Commission  during  1989.   This  provides  our  Commission 
with  a  chance  to  learn  more  about  recreational  opportunities  through- 
out the  State  and  to  learn  more  creative  ideas  for  programs  in  Sandown, 
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The  Commission  provided  financial  support  to  the  Timberlane  Regional 
High  School  chemical-free  prom  activities.   Financial  support  was 
also  provided  in  response  to  a  request  from  the  Sandown  Baseball  and 
Softball  Association  in  support  of  the  girl's  softball  team. 

Due  to  a  lack  of  volunteer  chaperones,  the  Teen  Center  was  discontinued 
The  Commission  members  will  be  happy  to  reinstate  it  if  there  is  an 
interest  and  volunteer  chaperones  available  to  help  in  1990. 

During  the  year,  the  Commission  expanded  from  three  members  to  five. 
Mr.  David  Darrah,  a  member  of  the  Sandown  Baseball  and  Softball 
Association  was  appointed  and  Mr.  Warren  Roberts,  Clerk  of  the  Works, 
also  joined  the  Commission.   These  additions  are  expected  to  greatly 
improve  communication  on  a  wider  range  of  recreational  opportunities 
in  Sandown . 

The  Commission  members  extend  their  thanks  to  everyone  who  has 
supported  our  activities  during  the  year  and  look  forward  to  your 
continued  support. 

Anyone  who'  has  ideas  for  new  recreational  activities  is  welcome  to 
send  their  ideas  to  the  Recreation  Commission  at  the  Town  Hall. 
The  Commission  meets  on  the  first  Sunday  of  the  month  at  the  Town 
Hall.   Volunteers  who  wish  to  help  implement  programs  are  welcome 
to  attend .

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LIBRARY  REPORT  1989 

Continued  growth  in  library  use  has  kept  the  Library 
and  its  staff  very  busy  this  past  year.  The  number  of  people 
visiting  the  Library  has  increased  by  17%  and  the  materials 
circulated  has  increased  over  20%.   As  you  can  see  on  the 
accompanying  graph/  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  usage 
over  the  last  three  years.  Having  been  director  during  that 
period/  I  am  very  pleased  to  see  the  community  utilizing 
the  services  the  Library  has  to  offer. 

The  Library  offered  19  programs  to  the  community  in 
1989.  Assistant  Librarian  Deirdre  LaPlante  has  done  an 
excellent  job  with  programming  and  displays.  Our  children's 
programs  remain  the  most  popular.  The  demand  of  the  preschool 
Story  Hours  was  so  great  that  we  added  two  extra  sessions 
in  the  Fall.  The  Library  thanks  all  the  parent  volunteers 
who  helped  to  run  these  sessions. 

The  summer  reading  program  had  over  80  children 
participating.  The  concluding  ice  cream  party  was  enjoyed 
by  all.  We  also  had  a  storyteller  for  National  Library  Week; 
poster  contest  for  Childrens  Book  Week;  and  Mrs.  Glaus  for 
our  Christmas  Bedtime  Story  Hour. 

For  adults  we  offered  a  variety  of  programs  some  more 
successful  than  others  but  all  offered  with  the  objective 
of  making  information  available  to  the  community.  Included 
in  our  adult  programming  this  year  was  Success  with  Hanging 
Baskets;  a  N.H.  Humanitites  Book  Discussion  series;  two  tax 
planning  prograr^is;  two  parent  workshops  on  reading  and  children. 
Our  most  successful  program   was  College  Night  which  featured 
a  guest  speaker  on  Financial  Aid  for  the  College  Bound  student. 

The  Library  has  worked  well  with  the  school  and  we  thank 
Principal  Judith  Pence  and  her  staff  for  their  support. 
The  lower  unit  classes  have  all  visited  the  Library 
and  I  have  visited  the  upper  units  for  book  talks.  The  Readiness 
classes  visit  on  a  bi-weekly  basis  for  a  story  and  to  borrow 
books  for  their  classroom.  Also  the  After-school  day  care 
program  visits  on  a  regular  basis. 

In  addition  to  keeping  up  with  the  increased  circulation^ 
the  Library  staff  this  year  undertook  a  massive  inventory 
project  which  is  now  going  into  its  second  year.  In  1989, 
we  were  able  to  inventory  the  adult  non-fiction,  junior  fiction 
and  the  junior  non-fiction  sections.  We  plan  to  finish  this 
project  in  1990  so  that  we  have  a  more  accurate  idea  of  what 
books  and  materials  are  available  in  the  Library. 

Because  of  two  scholarships  received,  two  assistants 
and  myself  were  able  to  take  library  courses  at  School  for 
Lifelong  Learning  through  UNH.  It  is  a  great  benefit  to  the 
Library  to  have  these  staff  members  with  more  specific  library 
knowledge . 

As  always  the  Friends  of  the  Library  have  been  a  great 
support  sponsoring  programs  and  helping  our  Building  Committee 
efforts.  The  Sandown  Library  Building  Committee  has  met  regulary 
throughout  the  year  and  has  worked  on  fundraising  ideas.  The 
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Library  thanks  both  groups  for  their  continued  support  of 
the  Library's  needs. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  mentioning  a  dear 
friend  and  staunch  Library  supporter  who  for  eight  years 
devoted  much  of  her  time  to  the  welfare  of  the  Sandown  Public 
Library  but  for  personal  reasons  needed  to  move  to  warmer 
climates.  Miss  Amelia  Leiss,  who  was  a  trustee  for  eight 
years,  resigned  this  past  year  and  we  will  miss  her. 

Among  other  jobS/  Amelia  was  chairman  of  the  Trustees 
and  our  spokesperson  on  behalf  of  our  library  space  needs. 
The  Library  appreciates  all  of  her  efforts.  She  is  still 
our  friend  and  staunch  supporter  and  we  hope  to  have  her 
back  when  the  dream  of  the  library  addition  becomes  a  reality, 

The  Library  is  very  fortunate  to  have  had  Paul  Densen 
appointed  to  the  trustee  position  to  fill  Amelia's  term. 
Mr.  Densen  has  been  chairman  of  the  Building  Committee  since 
it  was  formed  and  we  welcome  him  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

On  behalf  of  the  Library  staff  and  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
I  look  forward  to  seeing  all  of  you  at  the  Library  in  1990.
